This famous puppet company, with 
over 700 dolls has a repertoire including 
plays, ballets, fairy tales, circus and 
variety acts. 

They have aroused great enthusiasm 
in tours of Europe, Australia and South 
Africa and are in Canada this winter 
under the auspices of the British Coun¬ 
cil. 

While in Alberta, the Hogarth Puppets 
will be seen in communities from Ed¬ 
monton to Lethbridge and at the present 
time Drama Supervisor McCreath is ar¬ 
ranging a possible puppet workshop 
which would be held in Red Deer on 
Saturday, January 8th.

The Exhibitions range in size from 
36 running feet to 100 running feet with 
2 feet between paintings or works of 
art. Except for one or two of the larger 
Exhibitions, they are packed in one 
crate. Each exhibition is accompanied 
by a write-up or a description and com¬ 
plete instructions as to unpacking, hand¬ 
ling, and repacking. For the first time 
we have included Exhibitions of three- 
dimensional work. Exhibition No. 6— 
“Alberta College of Art — History of 
Art”, Exhibition No. 19 — “Children’s 
Papier Mache, Masks and Sculpture’, 
both these exhibitions have been ar¬ 
ranged primarily for use by schools. 

In addition to the regular painting, 
drawing and graphic Exhibitions that we 
have presented in the past, we have 
been very fortunate in being able to 
obtain children’s needlework, architec¬ 
tural rendering and reproductions, and 
children’s work from Japan and Vienna.

PLAN COMMUNITY THEATRE CONFERENCE 
AT BANFF SCHOOL, NOVEMBER 12 AND 13 
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COMMUNITY INVOLVEMENT NECESSARY 
FOR SUCCESSFUL RECREATION PROGRAM 


In this short guide line page, we are 
suggesting logical steps in establishing a 
recreation authority. It must be borne 
in mind, however, that as the group 
progresses from one step to the next, 
follow up and communication must be 
maintained. Other people must be kept 
informed of what you are doing and 
why you are doing it. BE THOROUGH— 
DO NOT RUSH. 

1. Organize a committee of interested 
citizens to discuss your needs, im¬ 
mediate problems with a view to 
promoting public interest and dis¬ 
cussions. 

2. Obtain support and sanction from 
your town, village, municipal dis¬ 
trict or county council to investi¬ 
gate and submit a complete report 
on your recreation situation. 

3. Contact your Provincial Recreation 
and Cultural Development Branch, 
Room 424 Legislative Building, Ed¬ 
monton, for staff visitation and con¬ 
sultation, or printed resource ma¬ 
terial to determine: 

—what leadership is being given 
—existing public, private and com¬ 
mercial recreation facilities 
—program presently available to 
children, youth, adults and fami¬ 
lies 

■—financial considerations 
—other actvities in which various 
ages would like to participate 
■—population trends 
—enabling legislation. 


4. Write and visit neighboring towns 

to discuss their recreation program. 

5. Cail a meeting of representatives of 
all public and private agencies in 
your town. Discuss the information 
which you have gathered. A re¬ 
source staff member of the Recrea¬ 
tion and Cultural Development 
Branch could be available on this 
occasion. 

6. Assess your needs on the basis of 
your findings. 

7. Plan together: use all the physical 
and human resources in your com¬ 
munity and keep all groups in¬ 
formed. 

8. Approach your municipal council: 

present a full report with recom¬ 
mendations and priorities, consider 
the establishment of a Recreation 
Board by-law, if such a board could 
best co-ordinate local program and 
policies. A public (tax-supported) 
recreation program supplements ex¬ 
isting program and ensures oppor¬ 
tunity for all. 

9. Seek qualified leadership for year- 
round program. 

10. Your Recreation Board or Commit¬ 
tee must establish a realistic policy 
of program operation, management, 
maintenance and future expansion, 
and be the citizen advisory voice in 
all recreational matters.

Much has already been written regard¬ 
ing the role played by the Volunteer 
Leader. It is recognized that he is vital 
to the community athletic program— 
without him youth would suffer and so 
would our country. 

Emerson said, “The wealth of a nation 
cannot be estimated from the size of its 
cities or the abundance of its crops but 
rather from the kind of men it produces. 
What finally counts is the character of 
its men.” With the acceptance of these 
words it becomes evident, and must be 
underscored, that the Volunteer Leader 
is a vital cog in the development of 
youth. 

The youth leader is in a strategic 
position to affect either positively or 
negatively the character of the youth 
with whom he comes in contact. What 
kind of a person is the youth leader? 
What does he stand for? Remember 
that he is always being observed and 
that his words and actions set an ex¬ 
ample pattern for youth. The true 
leader does more than instruct, organ¬ 
ize and supervise—he is a personal ex¬ 
ample of wholesome living.

Drama workshops sponsored by the 
Drama Division are being held this fall 
from one end of the province to the 
other. 

They will get under way the weekend 
of October 23 when an acting workshop 
will be held at RCAF Station, Cold Lake. 

The weekend of November 6, a work¬ 
shop in basic acting, directing and make¬ 
up will be held for the Tofield region 
at the Tofield High School with the staff 
being headed by Vic Sutton, Gerry Baril 
and Drama Supervisor Jack McCreath. 

A workshop for the Lacombe region 
will be held at the school in Delburne 
on Saturday, November 20. This work¬ 


shop will deal with speech and acting 
and will be conducted by Jack McCreath 
and Freda de Branscoville. 

A six-night speech workshop spon¬ 
sored by the Coaldale Little Theatre for 
the Coaldale-Lethbridge area will be 
held in Coaldale from November 22 to 
27 with Mrs. de Branscoville as the 
speech specialist. 

Workshops on “Creativity in the 
Classroom” which proved so successful 
last year when they were held in asso¬ 
ciation with the Fine Arts Council of 
the Alberta Teachers Association are 
scheduled for later in the season, as is 
a workshop for Pincher Creek. 


AYRTON EXHIBITION NOW OPEN 


The first exhibition in Canada of the 
work of the well-known English artist, 
Michael Ayrton, will be presented by the 
Fine Arts Gallery, University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, during the month of October. 

Wyndham Lewis in 1950 wrote, 
“Among the galaxy of young painters 
who make bright the night of the con¬ 
temporary scene, Michael Ayrton has an 
iridescence all his own.” In 1962, C. P. 
Snow, in the introduction to DRAWINGS 
AND SCULPTURE said, “Michael Ayr¬ 
ton is by vocation a visual artist . . . 
Ayrton is an exceptionally clever and 
miscellaneously gifted man, but he is a 
practitioner of the visual arts.” 


Large exhibitions of Mr. Ayrton’s 
works have been held recently in Eng¬ 
land, Greece, and the United States. 

This exhibition consists of thirty 
drawings, most related in theme to 
Greek Mythology, but with a few very 
fine portraits of well-known personal¬ 
ities such as William Golding and Wynd¬ 
ham Lewis. 

The exhibition was opened by Mr. 
J. D. G. Walker-Brasch, British Informa¬ 
tion Officer in Edmonton, on Friday, 
October 1, 1965, and will be on display 
at the Fine Arts Gallery, 9021-112th 
Street, until October 29, 1985. Gallery 
hours in the evening are from 7 - 9, Mon¬ 
day through Friday.
